Think of American Soiaien. 


The following opinions of some of 


the allied generals In China on the 
American soldier were recently ob- 
tained by the New York World's Pe- 
king correspondent through a note of 
introduction 
from 
General 
Chaffee. 


The writer says: 


Lieutenant McMahon carried my note 


of introduction In to General Ban-on, 
chief of staff for General Sir Edward 
Gazelee, the British commander. 


"We all greatly admire General Chaf- 


fee," said Ceneral Barren. "Of course 
we knew of him long before this China 
affair, of his Indian campaign and his 
yeoman service in Cuba, but here we 
have had good opportunity to study 
the man intimately, and the universal 


j opinion Is that be is the right man in 


j the right place, 


"Our men are enthusiastic over the 


Americana and associate with them a 
great deal, while they apparently bave 
nothing in eomtnon with the French- 
men, Germans, Russians or Japanese, 
The language, of course, has much to 


| do with this. Personally I have the very 


j highest regard for the American sol- 


I dier. Indeed it would seem that the 
j American is a soldier when he Is born, 


and training has but little weight in 
the increasing of his efficiency. Com- 
pared to some of the European armies 
the American discipline Is lax, but I 
am of the opinion that the chief virtue 
of the American fighting man—his in- 
dependence of his superiors and de- 
pendence upon himself—would be ma- 
terially Injured by being subjected to 
the ironclad rules of the Germans or 
Russians." 


At this point General Gazelee arriv- 


ed and when he had heard General 
Barren's opinion said: 


"Those are my views to a nicety," 


said tbe British commander in chief. 
"Please accentuate that part which 
treats of the high regard in which 
Chaffee is held." 


Brigadier General Freys was the 


gentleman I sought at the French 
headquarters in tbe Tartar city. He 
spoke without hesitation on the sub- 
ject. 
''The French nation and the 


American nation are as one," said be, 
''and I am scarcely called upon to re- 
iterate the statements that have so 
often beeii Made as to the friendship, 
natural and political, between tbe two 
peoples. 
The only bar to an intimate 


comradeship here is in the languages 
spoken. 


"The American soldier is a fine fight- 


Ing man. He Is fearless, yet not fool- 
hardy, for he is Intelligent. He is not 
the trained soldier that we have In 
Europe and perhaps never will be, but 
be respects bis officers, takes a just 
pride ia his calling and is not more in- 
temperate in his habits than the French 
soldier. 
While personally very inde- 


pendent when off duty, he is by no 
means unamenable to restriction, as 
the records of our local police go to 
prove." 


"I am very sorry not to bave the 


time to discuss with you at length the 
good qualities of the United States sol- 
dier," were the words of Marshal Ya- 
maguticbi, tbe brilliant strategist in 
command of the Japanese forces. 


"Your fellows are fine soldiers, and 


our men admire them very much. We 
are tbe Yankees of the east, you know, 
and why should we not be fond of tbe 
Yankees of the west? Chaffee? A fine 
man, thorough gentleman, able diplo- 
mat and splendid soldier. What more 
could oao be?"

Frenzied people 


Bwarmed through the 
police lines, 


earged around the fast moving cavalrj- 
men and fought to get at the cowed non- 
union men inside the circle of galloping 
horses. 


Several men were cut down by the 


cavalrymen, but the record does not 
y«t show a single fatality. In the mad 
ride through the streets few of tbe non- 
nnionists escaped the flying bricks and 
stouee. but less than a dozeu were badly 
hurt. 
The courage of nearly a dozen 


of the non-union men failed them in the 
opening spurt though the turbulent 
crowds, and they sprang from the wag- 
ons and were lost in the crowd. 


The ride of the non-union men through 


the city was Ihe dramatic spectacle of 
the day. 
Their coming was no secret 


and the plan was evidently for an open, 
daylight movement with arms enough to 
awe the crowd. 


Fifty poluemen cleared the streets, 


but the walls of humanity on the side- 
walks could not be moved. 
Men and 


boys climbed awnings and poles and 
every window in the surrounding build- 
lug framed half a dozen ffxces. 
Into 


an alley way that runs along the south 
side of the Union depot were drh »u four 
open trucks. 
Suddenly a side door of 


the (Jepot was thrown open, aud up the 
alleyway 
toward the waiting teams 


marched the uon-union men. For a mo- 
ment there was uo demonstration, but 
the failing courage of the newcomers 
ehowed in'their blanched faces, anrl in 
the way they 
crouched when they 


climbed into the awkward wagons that 
waited to carrj them on tlie wildest ride 
they will ever know. 


When all were aboard, the drivers 


brought the teacie out into the street, 
and th£ cavalry closed around them. 
Then, at a signal, every whip descended, 
every spur was Oj-iven home and tho 
race was on. 


High up in a wir^low on the top flooi 


of a Broad way building a wildly excited 
man barked out an Imprecation on thu 
he^ds of the luckless fellows below him, 
end 10.000 voices echoed the cry and 
the, maddened mob took up the terrible 
chase. 
The police blocked the streets 


in solid phalanx, but were swept aside, 
The fighting, swirling crowd caught one 
cavalryman and swung him out of liae 
He beat himself free with the back of 
his blade and went galloping on. Then 
came a volley of bricks. 
Three of th« 


non-union men spraug from tlie reai 
wagon and mingled with the crowd.

Local people who have occasion to 


be in Troy during1 the progress of the 
street railway strike are advised not 
to "rubber arourJi" just because there 
Is a little extra excitement. Mayor 
Comvay, -who is v, en known here, is- 
sued a proclamation yesterday after- 
noon in connection vitli the strike and 
threatened riots in 
vvhich he said 


among other things: 


I caution cltizerJs against leaving 


their customary pursuits to mingle in 
street crowds that may be of such 
number as to menace public peace t/j 
interfere with the free use of thorough 
fares OP to impede- the police force in 
the maintenance of the city's 'order. 


I request every citizen to assist me 


to preserve and to- maintain the peace 
and good order that have heretofore 
prevailed throughout the city, and by 
his strict adherence to law and by 
such influence as he may exert to aid 
me in preventing any act which may 
detract from the reputation of this 
city or interfere with the security and 
comfort of its people and their inter- 
eats. 


I shall use the full power given to 


me by law to maintain the peace of 
the city, to protect all property for 
which the law provides protection, to 
suppress riotous or disorderly 'out- 
breaks and to punish those guilty of 
inciting or participating in such de- 
m'oastrations.

on malting the acquaintance of the 
hors«? of CiQ city, and any from the 
fiui-ro-undincr country that happen to 
be found 01 its line of march. Two 
runaways v.ere caused by it yester- 
day, though happily but little damagp 
resulted. :-nd It behooves all owners 
of horses-i that are not known to be 
reconciled to this latest innovation to 
be on guard, as a result of the racidJy 
increasing number which are passing 
through the city. 


The greatest disadvantage 
for 
a 


time will be that the machines v.-iU not 
b«- numerous enough fcr horses to be- 
come accustomed to them as soon as 
they would i? there were 
more 
of 


them. Most horses can easily be brok- 
en not to fear anything They see often, 
but automf biles are not yet plentiful 
enough in this locality for horses to 
be familiar with them, ana for this 
reason care must be exercised/ not only 
br the drivers of horses, but by the 
drivers of automobiles as well. The 
latter, in the great 
majority of cases, 


are disposed- to use the greatest care 
to prevent trouble or annoyance 
to 


people driving horses. They knew what 
the possibilities are, and there are few 
men who do not shrink from 
belntr 


even the im.orent cause of trouble to 
others. But tha automobile has the 
full rights of the highway and it must 
be met, as the trolley cars ^ere, with 
patience and with care. 


One thing- that should be especially 


borne in mind; no horse should be left 
in the street unhitched. This is very 
commonly cone, in spite of the ordi- 
nance 
against 
it 
and 
it 
has 


many times led to serious trouble with- 
out the aid of an automobile. Now that 
the automobile season is at hand and 
a "steam wa^on" 1s liable to be 
en- 


countered at any time, extra precau- 
tions should be taken by all who have 
the handling of horses. 


By proper care on tha parf of those J 


who drive horses anc! there who orive 
wagons only ths rislc will be reduced to 
the minimum, and it wli;

Striking Backtenders Vote to Hold Out 


for Increase 


The striking backtenders! held 
a 


meeting this morninig, and after dis- 
cussing a statement from the manage- 
ment 'of the Arnold print works that 
the men's places would be filled if 
they did not return to work Monday, 
unanimously voted not to "return to 
work without an irJorease of wages. 
Another meeting was held late this af-i 
ternoon and a committee visited tha 
print -works after it. 


It is reported that men have already 


been brought fo the Windsor print 
works from Providence, and that they 
expressed surprise 'on learning that 
there was a strike Iisre. It naa re- 
ported today that some of the sub- 
stitute backtenders at the Windsor 
would leave. 


The companies claim that the wages 


paied here are higher than those paid 
elsewhere for the same work.

Adams or 20 miles a day for 24 vears. 
Mr. Hopkins has figured out that in 
making the trios Mr. Bridgeman has 
passed through

30,000 


times and Iiss trarelsd 150,000 
miles, 


which is equal to six times around the 
world, besides what extra miles he has 
traveled around North Adams and Wil 
liamstown in gatherng and uaload- 
ing his loads, since going into the ex- 
press business. 
In all that time Mr. 


Bridgeman, who is still engaged in the 
express business and is iikelyto be for 
a long time yet ,has never met with 
a serious accident. He has crossed the 
railroad tracks 16 times each day for 
24 years.

The supreme 
court is called upon to decide whether 
he is to remain in the asylum or be 
surrendered to the state authorities.

It is a mistake to believe that the 
"Eruder studio" of the Fliegende Blat- 
ter is still in the majority at German 
universities—him, I mean, of the long 
pipe with the tassels, with the fero- 
cious "renomrnirhund," the perennial 
"katzenjammer" and the unquencha- 
ble thirst for beer. 


True, there are still enough and to 


spare of this old fashioned kind of Ger- 
man university men, and the Corps 
into which the young and serious mind- 
ed crown prince has just, like his fa- 
ther before him, found admission as 
a "Fuehs" is, of all the student asso- 
ciations, one of the purest remnants of 
the past. It is a "hochfeudales" corps, 
where a monthly paternal check of at 
least ona or two thousands must be 
pledged to tbe presiding officers before

Zorn is tbat pro- 


i fessor of notional economy and inter- 


i national law who some years ago dis- 


tinguished himself by taking openly 
and fiercely the kaiser's side in that 
quarrel with the prince regent of Lip- 
pe-Detmold and was appointed by the 
kaiser as one of his main representa- 
tives at The Hague conference, where 
be took tbe extreme side, poohpoohing 
all ideas of international peace. 
He 


has since published a series of essays 
attempting to justify his course at The 
Ilague. The great majority of German 
scientists do not regard him as a shin- 
ing light, but as a man full of selfish 
ambition and intrigue. 
Against cus- 


tom and the rights which Prussia 
grants to the governing body of each 
university, the kaiser, without consult- 
ing the faculty, transferred Zorn to 
Bonn, where be is to inoculate the 
crown prince with the kaiser's own 
views regarding "constitutions," "reso- 
lutions," "street lights," "rights of tbe 
crown," etc. This is bad, because with 
thin and a few similar teachers and the 
influence of his "hochfeudales" corps 
the young crown prince, who up to the 
present has shown himself a youth of 
grent promise, in e'nnrnctcr not unlike 
his mother, of a singularly modest, self 
possessed and calmly reasoning mind ' 
and of totally nuaJTected bearing, is 
almost sure to be influenced greatly for 
the worse during his brief university 
term. .

TO RAISE COTTON IN AFRICA. 


'Work of tbe Tn»kcffee Party In the 


Gcrrann Colony of Togo. 


Word has "been received at Birming- 


ham, Ala., from the party which went 
from the Tuskegee Normal and Indus- 
trial institute to undertake the work 
of cotton growing in Africa. The men, 
•who had been trained at Booker T. 
Washington's school, were selected by 
the German government to direct the 
experiment 
Under the leadership of 


J. N. Galloway they sailed from New- 
York on Nov. 23 and reached their 
destination, the German colony of To- 
go, early in January. They at once be- 
gan clearing up ground for farming 
purposes and employed 150 natives. 
They write that they have 30 acres 
cleared and will bave twice as much 
ready for cultivation by the time the 
rains set In.

There Is but 
one logical solution of the presont situ- 
ation, and that is the signing of a fair 
and equitable reciprocity treaty be- 
tween the different nations. I always 
bave been in favor of such treaties, be- 
cause they foster tradfi and increase 
the friendliness o( the* political rela/ 
tions between the countries party to 
them. It really is the only logical solu- 
tion of the approaching trouble. 


"Do I believe a combination of Euro 


pcan powers Is probable In the near fu 
ture? Well, it will follow after several 
of the countries have put up tbeir tar 
Iffs to protect their own manufacturers 
You are a wonderful people and youi 
country Is marvelous in its resources, 
and when your competition becomes so 
great as tp be alarming the combina- 
tion of governments will be a very nat- 
ural result. Under reciprocity this situ- 
ation would be almost Impossible. Take 
my own country, France, for example. 
We buy our steel, iron and machinery 
from England, but we could buy ii 
from your mills Just as well. Under a 
reciprocity agreement between the two 
governments we would come to you foi 
our steel, our Iron, our coal, OUST ma- 
chinery, and, io fact, nearly all of th« 
material used in our manufactured In- 
dustries. On the other hand, we would 
send you our gloves, our fine linen, oui 
lace and our cotton goods. The commer 
cial relations established would bring 
the two countries Into closer and more 
cordial political relations. It would bt 
of benefit to both."

Two Cases Developed Sun- 


day and Were identified 


This Noon 


SCHOOLGIRL AND MILL OPERATIVE 


Contagion Came from Cohoos, and One 


Member of Family is Just Re- 


covering from What is Now 


Recognized to Have Been 


the Disease 


Two cases of small pox were discov- 


ered in Adams today, Clara and Ade- 
l«rd Girard of Commercial 
street, 


brother and sister, 
being- 
stricken 


with the diset-se. They were taken sick 
Sunday and this morning the doctors 
identified the cases as small pox. The 
board of health of the town was noti- 
fied this-uioan, and steps were at once 
taken to quarantine the house 
and 


take all possible precautions. 


The disease was undoubtedly brought 


from Cohoes .where there was quite an 
epidemic of the disease some weeks 
ago. 
A. bir-ther of tlfe two who are 


sick was working there until recently, 
comjng- to ji.riams a few weeks ago just 
at the time of the epidemic in Cohoes. 
It was learned by the doctors 
today 


that he had been ill, although not ser- 
iously ,and he now shows unmistakable 
marks of having had small pox In mild 
form. He is just recovering. He did 
not consult a doctor at all, his case 
having been, as in many of those in 
this region of late, so mild as not to 
interfere serioulsy wtih his comfort. 


The two new cases developed Sun- 


day. Srothpr and sister began to feel 
ill at about the same time, and Dr. J. 
H. Choauette was sent for. He was not 
positive that, the cases were small 3>°x 
until this morning, when he called in- 
to consultation on the case Dr. H. B. 
Holmes. Thr.y came to a positive de- 
cision that it was small pox, and lost 
no time in notifying- the board 
of 


health. 


The news cf the cases caused con- 


siderable alrrm as soon as it became 
known. The girl is a pupil in the Com- 
mercial street school, and has attend- 
ed school regularly until last Friday. 
Adelard, who is £3 years old, has been 
employed .n tfie Renfrew 
company's 


scone mill at Maple Grove. He worked 
Saturday as usual. 


There are eight in the Girard family 


and they live in a double 
tenement 


building at !io Commercial street. The 
circumstancss of the case are 
such 


that there is fear that there have been 
many opportunities for general con- 
tagion and it is expected that the Ad- 
ams board of health will act rn-omotlv 
in the matter. 


At the tune of the general alarm 


in this city, when there were cases in 
North, Powual, little was done in Ad- 
ams in the way of vaccination, and 
therefore the town is not so well ore- 
pared as it tpight have b^en for hand- 
ling the present cases. The two cases 
are apparently very mild in form, how- 
ever as all of the cases throughout this 
region have bee;], anfl while it is felt 
that every precaution should be taken- 
promptly, there is believed to be little 
need for serious alarm: 


Just what the board of health will 


do is not certain, but a special meet- 
ing will be held this evening, when the 
matter will be discussed, and there is 
no doubt that every possible precaution 
will be ta'.c n. Dr. Desrochers of the 
board this sfternoon was inclined to 
think that there might be some doubt 
about tin? cases but the board -would 
act prompflj". "When the news became 
rumored, there was a scurry for vac- 
cination to the docors' offices. 


In this <•' y there is little occasion 


for nervousness, although the present 
cases are nearer than any that have oc 
curred so fa.r. When the tas's in North 
Pownal Jevuoped, ths local board of 
health took every slep Jo prevent the 
entrance of the disease into this city. 
Several thousand persons were vacci- 
nated and row have occasion f rejoice 
that it was done at that time.
